In addition to present conditions, a statement is also desired as to 
dates (even though approximate) of the appearance of la grippe and 
the estimated number of cases to date of report.

CRIPPLE CREEK, COLO., January 6, 1901. 

Srr: I have the honor to report that I arrived at Cripple Creek yesterday morning 
and called upon Dr. Hassenplug, city health officer. During the afternoon I visited the 
= hospital with him and saw 15 patients, all of whom had smallpox ; the doctor 
also showed me 10 other cases of smallpox which he has isolated in their houses in the 
different parts of the city. A meeting of the board of health was called at 7.30 in the 
evening and at that meeting I announced that the disease was smallpox and explained 
at length what precautions should be taken to prevent its further spread. The board 
passed a resolution authorizing the health officer to employ physicians to make a house- 
to-house inspection of the city, report all cases of the disease they may find and vacci- 
nate everybody. These physicians were appointed this morning and met in Dr. Hassen- 
plug’s office this afternoon and received their instructions. They will begin work at 
once. I have called upon most of the physicians of the city and explained to them the 
chief points in the diagnosis. Dr. Meiere has been appointed one of the vaccinators and 
says that he will do all that he can to help stamp out the disease. I requested Dr. 
Whiting, county health officer, to have a physician visit the different mines and see if 
there are any cases of smallpox and also to have the manager of the mines require all 
employees to be vaccinated. The doctor stated he would do this. Dr. Hassenplug has 
closed all the dance houses here and I believe will soon have the epidemic well in hand. 
He has a good smallpox hospital and will remove all cases to it as soon as possible, and 
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disinfect the infected houses. This afternoon I saw a case of smallpox at Anaconda and 
advised the attending physician what precautions should be taken. I think I have 
accomplished everything that it is possible for me to do here at present, and am ready to 
proceed to any other place you may desire me to visit.

CRIPPLE CREEK, COLO., January 8, 1901. 
Srr: I have the honor to report that, in compliance with your telegram of the 7th 
instant, I visited Victor, Goldfield, Independence, and Altman to-day. Dr. Benson, 
the health officer of Victor, showed me 1 case of smallpox in the city and 4 others at 
the smallpox hospital. I also saw a case with him about 2 miles in the country. Dr. 
Hayes, of Goldfield, had only 1 case at his smallpox hospital, and none in the city. I 
saw 2 children in Independence who had smallpox. There was some doubt whether 
these children had smallpox or chicken pox, as the cases were very mild. I told the 
health officer, however, in my opinion they had smallpox, and he said he would take 
precautions to prevent the disease spreading from them. Dr. McDonald, of Altman, 
showed me 3 cases of smallpox. The health officers of these places have diagnosed the 
disease correctly, and are doing everything possible to stamp out the disease. 
I leave to-night for Delta County.

HotTcHKIss, Coo., January 11, 1901. 


Srr: I have the honor to report that I arrived here yesterday evening and called upon 
Dr. Meiklejohn, the health officer. He stated that there had been no cases of smallpox 
in this city, but stated that there had been a few cases on the mesa near the city. This 
morning I went to Paonia and met Dr. Follensbee. He said there had been 97 cases of 
smallpox in that place, but that at present there was only 1 case. I saw this patient 
and he had the disease in the papular stage. Dr. Follensbee said that the disease was 
brought to Paonia by a woman from Ouray and that all the other cases were traceable 
to this woman. I met some of the influential citizens of the place and urged that every 
one be vaccinated and the houses disinfected. I alsosaw several members of the school 
board and recommended that no children who had not been recently vaccinated, or who 
had had the disease and entirely recovered, should be permitted to come to school ; also 
that the schools be well fumigated at least once a week. In one school several miles 
from the town I was told the teachers and all the scholars had had the disease, and as 
there were no more children in the neighborhood to contract the disease, the school had 
been reopened. Dr. Follensbee requested me to ask you to send him a few circulars 
stating the requirements of the State board of health in regard to vaccination, isolation, 
and disinfection. He said he intended to post them in the post-office and other public 
places so every one could see. When I returned to Hotchkiss I called upon the mayor 
and explained to him what measures should be taken to keep the disease from getting 
a foothold in this city. 

I leave to-morrow morning for New Castle.

A case of smallpox at Fort Stanton, N. Mex.

Srr: I have the honor to report that one of our attendants has a 
mild attack of smallpox. He is a new man and contracted the disease 
at a public gathering at Capitan a short time since. 

In this connection I have to report that I was at Capitan yesterday 
and saw the mine surgeon and general manager. At my solicitation 
they have established a quasiquarantine, which is conducted in the fol- 
lowing manner: The mine surgeon inspects all passengers before they 
leave Capitan. This is for the protection of the people along the line. 
The president of the road has given an order that all train crews must 
be vaccinated, and the general manager of the mine has given an order 
that all the miners and their families must be vaccinated. 

I do not see how we can do any more in the matter.

A case of smallpox on the steamship Buckeye State at New Orleans. 


NEw ORLEANS, LA., January 11, 1901. 
Str: Confirming my telegram of yesterday afternoon, I have the 
honor to state that a patient suffering from smallpox in the fourth day 
of the eruption applied for treatment at the out-patient office yesterday 
afternoon, and was turned over to the city health authorities. 
The patient was a colored roustabout by the name of Powell, from 
the steamer Buckeye State, plying between Cincinnati, Ohio, and this 
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port. The patient came from McAllister, Tex., to Memphis, Tenn., 
where he remained two weeks, and on January 5, 1901, shipped on the 
Buckeye State for the purpose of getting to New Orleans. On this date 
he had his initial chill, followed later by the eruption. On arrival at 
New Orleans he was sent to the out-patient office for treatment, and 
from there was turned over to the city health authorities. I detailed 
Assistant Surgeon Schereschewsky to make an inspection of the vessel 
and vaccinate all persons on board, which he did to the number of 64. 

The vessel was bronght to an anchorage opposite the hospital, and 
the living quarters of the crew, engine room, fire room, and gangways 
washed down with a solution of bichloride of mercury. She was then 
given a certificate of disinfection and allowed to proceed. The office 
at the custom-house was disinfected with formaldehyd.

Smallpox in Oklahoma Territory December 1, 1900, to January 1, 1901. 


OKLAHOMA CITY, January 11, 1901. 

Srr: I have the honor to report to you the following condition of 
smallpox as it existed January 1 in this Territory : 

The disease has assumed a universal mild form and but few deaths 
have occurred ; the exact number have not been reported to me. 

There were reported to this office 401 cases of smallpox from 15 differ- 
ent counties of the Territory in December, 1900. January 1 the fol- 
lowing cases were reported as existing on that date: Canadian, 5; 
Cleveland, 19; Day, 1; Garfield, 1; Greer, 50; Kingfisher, 2; Lincoln, 
13; Logan, 10; Noble, 12; Oklahoma, 43; Pawnee, 5; Payne, 12; 
Pottawatomie, 25; Roger Mills, 50; Washita, 40; Woodward, 1. 

In nearly all the counties efficient work is being done by local boards 
of health and the disease is being controlled. In a few counties, county 
commissioners have refused to provide means for maintaining quaran- 
tine, and difficulty has been experienced in properly handling the dis- 
ease. No funds have been provided by the Territorial legislature to be 
used by the Territorial board especially in handling this trouble. 
Hence, when as before stated, county commissioners have refused to 
provide means, the disease has assumed an epidemic form and difficulty 
has been experienced in finally securing control.

INAGUA, January 9, 1901. 

Sir: The British steamship Tyrian, Hall, master, called at this port yesterday 
about 6 a.m. and reported to the custom-house officials all hands well. He then 
procured from me a bill of health for New York, the purser, Mr. Crowell, answering 
all questions put to him by me, in regard to health of the crew and passengers. They 
were then allowed to embark, the ship bringing 10 men who had been shipped from 
here six months ago to work in Santa Martha, and 28 men who were shipped from 
here on the ship’s way south as laborers. Immediately upon the arrival of the above- 
mentioned men on shore it was rumored that 1 of the men from Santa Martha had 
smallpox. He was at once examined by the Government medical officer and placed 
in quarantine, and the rest of the men are also in quarantine awaiting further develop- 
ments. 

It is my private opinion, (from what I have heard since the sailing of the Tyrian) 
that * * * were cognizantof * * * a man on board who had symptoms of 
smallpox. I shall report on the subject later.

Sir: I have the honor to submit herewith the following report of the 
quarantine district under my command for the week ended January 12, 
1901 : 

Matanzas.—Fifteen deaths occurred in the city of Matanzas during the 
period covered by this report, showing a mortality of 17.28 per 1,000. 

The principal causes of deaths were as follows: Tuberculosis, 5 ; 
tetanus, infantile, 2; malaria, 1; enteritis, 1 ; cerebral hemorrhage, 1 ; 
other causes, 5. No case of infectious or contagious character has been 
reported during the week. Ten vessels arrived during the week ; 8 of 
these were inspected and passed and 2 passed without inspection. Nine 
bills of health were issued to vessels leaving this port. Five health 
certificates were issued to persons leaving the island. Three pieces of 
baggage were passed without inspection.

Report from Paris—Plague in Russia. 


PARIS, FRANCE, January 5, 1901. 


Sir: I have the honor to report that a telegram from Constantinople 
dated the 3d instant reports the reappearance of plague in Smyrna. 
The sanitary council (of Turkey) has imposed a quarantine of ten days 
on vessels eoming from this port. 

Under date of January 4 it is reported from St. Petersburg that the 
commission formed to prevent and combat plague in Russia has 
announced 9 deaths from that disease from November 17 to December 16 
in the peasant family Teleryotnikof, in the village of Vladimirovka, 
district of Tsarevsk. It was first thought that.this disease was typhus, 
but as another case appeared December 22 the physicians doubted their 
diagnosis and appealed to the governor of Astrakhan. Nineteen people 
were immediately attacked by the disease and 15 of them died. At 
present the number of sick persons at Vladimirovka is very large. 
Some 12 persons who were exposed to the contagion have been isolated. 

The epidemic of yellow fever at Senegal is officially considered at an 
end. Unrestricted movement of trains and passengers has been allowed 
since December 5.

GERMANY. 


Reports from Berlin—Quarantine and plague in various countries. 


BERLIN, GERMANY, January 5, 1901. 


Sir: I have the honor to report the following measures adopted 
against the spread of plague: 

RouMANIA.—According toan announcement of December 1, the min- 
ister of the interior has decided that English productions in the strict 
sense, that is, those coming from the British Isles, are no longer re- 
quired to give proof of their origin and source. However, such proof 
is required for all goods which could have come from India, Egypt, 
Arabia, or other countries infected with plague, especially old bags, 
and all bags from Calcutta, for wool, fruit, ete. The proof of origin 
must be produced with the ship’s papers. 

MALTA.—The publication on November 15 of the quarantine measures 
against Alexandria was rescinded on December 11. 

Sparin.—By the ministerial decree of December 11 the goods arriving 
from Tamatave are released under the usual conditions. 

PorRTUGAL.—According to the ministerial order of December 11 the 
restrictions upon arrivals from Alexandria for prevention of the intro- 
duction of bubonic plague are no longer to be applied. 

MADAGASCAR.—On November 3 the quarantine placed upon arrivals 
from Tamatave was repealed. 

ARGENTINE.—On November 3 a decree was issued by the president, 
in which the port of Villa Concepcion has been declared infected with 
plague. The other ports of the Republic of Paraguay are suspected of 
being infected with plague. 

Urvueuay.—The national sanitary council, at Montevideo, decided 
on November 10, that the port of Villa Concepcion was infected with 
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plague, and declared all the other ports of Paraguay to be suspected of 
plague infection. The regulations of September 25 are to be applied 
to all ships coming from those ports. At the same time it was decided 
that such ships as have been disinfected in any Argentine port are to 
be admitted freely, provided they can produce the certificate of the 
competent authorities. The regulation is applied to all ships which 
had left the ports designated on and after November 3.

BERLIN, GERMANY, January 9, 1901. 


Sir: I have to submit the following information obtained from the 
imperial health office in Berlin : 

Plague.—During the week ended November 23, 1900, there occurred 
in the presidency of Bombay 731 cases and 578 deaths from plague as 
compared with 821 cases and 627 deaths during the foregoing week. In 
the city of Bombay there were reported during the week ended Noveim- 
ber 24, 1900, 91 cases and 52 deaths from plague. Including, however, 
those cases treated as ‘‘suspected’’ plague, there occurred, according to 
the Bombay Government Gazette, 270 deaths from plague, while 500 
deaths occurred from other causes, so that the total number of deaths 
(770) was larger by 11 than during the previous week. 

Réunion.—Six cases of plague occurred on the island during the period 
from December 8 to December 17, 5 of which ended fatally. 

Queensland.—According to a communication of the central sanitary 
authorities, there occurred altogether in the colony during the last out- 
break of plague 131 cases and 55 deaths from that disease, of which 52 
cases and 24 deaths occurred in Brisbane, 37 cases and 9 deaths in Towns- 
ville, 35 cases and 20 deaths in Rockhampton, 5 cases and 2 deaths in 
Cairns, and 1 case (no death) in Ipswich, and the same in Charters 
Towers. On November 10 there were in the colony 3 cases of plague at 
Brisbane under treatment. 

Cholera ( British East India).—In Calcutta 33 persons died of cholera 
during the period from November 25 to December 1, 1900. 

Straits Settlements.—From November 17 to November 25, 1900, there 
were reported in Singapore 63 fresh cases of cholera (48 deaths), and 
from November 26 to December 2, inclusive, 36 fresh cases and 33 
deaths. According to a bulletin dated December 3, 1900, of the gov- 
ernment at Singapore, there had occurred up to that date a total of 126 
cases and 111 deaths from cholera. 

Penang.—December 3, 1900. A coolie who had arrived from Singa- 
pore died here of cholera. The mortality which in Singapore does not 
generally much exceed 40 per 1,000, is said to have reached during the 
week from December 18 to December 24, 1900, 60.75 per 1,000.

The person who died yesterday of plague is a 40-year-old boatman, 
who was taken sick eight days ago and was lying ill in the hospital of 
the medical school in Stambul. The supreme sanitary council has 
ordered the medical inspection of all the surrounding districts. Other 
preventive measures have also been taken. The effects of the dead man 
have been burned and a cordon placed around the infected premises. 


JAPAN. 
Plague and dysentery. 


YOKOHAMA, JAPAN, December 22, 1900. 


Srr: I have the honor to notify you that, since the date of my last 
report, December 13, so far as I am informed, 1 case of plague has 
occurred in Osaka, and 3 cases have appeared in Wakayama Ken. ; 

In view of the extension of area and persistence of the epidemic, the 
authorities of Yokohama have renewed the attack on rats, paying, as 
before, 5 sen, or 2} cents gold, for each dead rodent, and quite a large 
number have already been destroyed. 

A conference of sanitary officials, sitting in Tokyo, have decided/that 
‘*As no relation whatever exists between the pest and the oranges from 
Wakayama perfecture, both dealers in oranges and other people may 
freely sell and buy them without any anxiety.”’ 

I have, nevertheless, considered it wiser to maintain the prohibition 
of the shipment of Wakayama fruit. 

I am in a position to state that, from the outbreak of dysentery this 
year, to the 10th instant, there have been 43,906 cases reported, of which 
9,929 resulted in death. It will be observed that the epidemic has been 
decidedly less severe during 1900 than for several years immediately 
preceding.

TURKEY. 
Report from Constantinople. 
[Report No. 257.] 
CONSTANTINOPLE, December 29, 1900. 
The sanitary board of Turkey and quarantines against plague. 


Srr: After five weeks of interruption of the sittings of the inter- 
national sanitary board in consequence of the appointment of a custom- 
house official as a member of the superior sanitary council, as already 
reported under date of December 5, we had two sittings—one extra- 
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ordinary last week and a second the day before yesterday, the 26th 
instant, by which we thought we could be able to resume our ordinary 
meetings. In the extraordinary sitting of last week the forty eight 
hours’ quarantine with disinfection of the wearing apparel of the pas- 
sengers and the crew as well as of the ships coming from Alexandria 
was abolished. Yesterday’s sitting was interrupted because in spite of 
the rights of said council, rights conferred on it by special conventions 
and treaties, the Turkish Government has made a new appointment of 
a sanitary physician as a sanitary inspector. The sanitary representa- 
tives of the foreign Governments have declared that they could not 
continue to have a sitting before they refer the question to their chiefs, 
the ambassadors or ministers. According to the instructions which I 
have received from Mr. Griscom, the United States chargé d’affaires, I 
follow my foreign colleagues in an independent way. 


The last bubonic plague cases in Alexandria. 


On November 11 2 fresh cases had been announced from Alexan- 
dria, one of which was a vagrant, and he got well. The second one oc- 
curred in the person of the captain of the steamship Dundee, sailing 
between Egypt and Syria. He was fond of cats, and he had 6 cats on 
board his ship with which he used to play and have them on his knees. 
Some days before he fell ill several dead rats were found on board said 
steamship, and 3 of 6 six cats also were found dead. This captain was 
a victim of bubonic plague, from which, very probably, the rats and 
cats have died. 





Sanitary news from the Turkish provinces. 


According to the official sanitary reports public health everywhere in 
Turkey is good. In Djiddah during the month of August 52 deaths 
have been registered of which 5 are due to smallpox. IL am glad to 
state that finally the authorities of that town have begun seriously to 
think about the water question. Last year I laid stress on this question 
in my reports dated January and February, 1900. According to the 
last official reports the engineers of the government have been boring 
into the soil in order to find water and in fact at the depth of 17 meters 
good water, potable, has been found and in a sufficient quantity to 
supply to city of Djiddah unless the owners of the water cisterns from 
which the Djiddah inhabitants have their drinking water will not find 
any manner whatever by which to prevent the supply of the city by 
said artesian wells, I think that the Djiddah water question may be con- 
sidered as settled. 

From Dardanelles it is stated that public health is good. During the 
month of September 12 deaths have been registered ; the same number 
of deaths has been registered for the month of October. 


Public health abroad. 


The Ottoman sanitary commissioner at Teheran, in Persia, states, 
under date October 10, that cholera has made its appearance at Cabul, 
in Afganistan. The Ottoman consul at Rio de Janeiro, South America, 
has forwarded to the Ottoman foreign office 2 medical reports written 
by Dr. Naaman dated July and November of this year on the epidemic 
of bubonic plague which broke out in Rio de Janeiro. Dr. Naaman 
states that the epidemic broke out May 21, and was imported from Porto. 
The greatest number of cases presented buboes, though there have been 
some rare cases of the pneunomia form. More than 20,000 persons 
have been submitted to the action of the antiseptic serum and only 3 
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persons have presented symptoms of plague within the first days of the 
inoculation. Dr. Naaman states that the surest way of healing bubonic 
plague is the ablation of the affected gangloin. 


Public health in Constantinople. 


In Constantinople the sanitary condition is better. The epidemic of 
scarlet fever is nearly abated, and the cases from said disease are rare. 
Chicken pox showed a tendency to become epidemic, but there are many 
days that no fresh cases are met with. On the contrary, influenza has 
very widely spread, and we owe to the good and mild weather that the 
number of deaths has not reached the height it reaches in the epidemics 
of influenza when they are so widely spread as is this one. 

The number of deaths registered from the 3d to the 17th instant is 
504. Of these, 5 are from diphtheria, 8 from scarlet fever, 12 from 
typhoid fever, 7 from measles, and 21 from acute inflammation of the 
respiratory apparatus.

FRANCE— Marseilles.—Month of December, 1900. Estimated popula- 
tion, 447,344. Total number of deaths, 1,054, including diphtheria, 27 ; 
measles, 2; scarlet fever, 2; whooping cough, 1, and 2 from smallpox. 

Roubaix.—Month of December, 1900. Estimated population, 135,269. 
Total number of deaths, 198, including diphtheria, 2; enteric fever, 3; 
searlet fever, 1, and 2 from whooping cough. 

GREAT BRITAIN—England and Wales.—The deaths registered in 33 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended December 29, 
1900, correspond to an annual rate of 16.9 a thousand of the aggregate 
population, which is estimated at 11,610,296. The highest rate was 
recorded in Hull, viz, 23.2, and the lowest in Hudderfield, viz, 9.5. 

Bradford.—Two weeks ended December 29, 1900. Estimated popu- 
lation, 291,535. Total number of deaths, 167, including diphtheria, 2 ; 
scarlet fever, 6, and 2 from whooping cough. 

London.—One thousand four hundred and sixty-six deaths were 
registered during the week, including measles, 27; scarlet fever, 7 ; 
diphtheria, 26; whooping cough, 31; enteric fever, 22, and diarrhea 
and dysentery, 9. The deaths from all causes correspond to an annual 
rate of 16.7 a thousand. In Greater London 1,934 deaths were regis- 
tered, corresponding to an annual rate of 15.2 a thousand of the popu- 
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lation. In the ‘‘outer ring” the deaths included 14 from diphtheria, 
6 from measles, 5 from scarlet fever, and 14 from whooping cough. 

Ireland.—The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended December 29, 1900, in the 22 principal 
town districts of Ireland was 19.7 a thousand of the population, which 
is estimated at 1,062,188. The lowest rate was recorded in Clonmel, 
viz, 0.0, and the highest in Portadown, viz, 37.1, athousand. In Dublin 
and suburbs 149 deaths were registered, including enteric fever, 3; 
measles, 1; scarlet fever, 1; typhus fever, 1, and 2 from whooping 
cough. 

Scotland.—The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the week 
ended December 29, 1900, correspond to an annual rate of 20.6 a thou- 
sand of the population, which is estimated at 1,606,935. The lowest 
mortality was recorded in Perth, viz, 8.4, and the highest in Greenock, 
viz, 25.8 a thousand. The aggregate number of deaths registered from 
all causes was 638, including diphtheria, 9; measles, 12; scarlet fever, 5 ; 
smallpox, 3, and 33 from whooping cough. 

Java—Batavia.—Two weeks ended December 8, 1900. Estimated 
population, 150,000. Number of deaths not reported. No contagious 
diseases reported. 

MALTAa— Valletta. —Two weeks ended November 30, 1900. Estimated 
population, 181,698. Total number of deaths, 215, including diphtheria, 
1; enteric fever, 2, and 5 from whooping cough. 

Sparn—Corunna.—Month of December, 1900. Estimated population, 
40,500. Total number of deaths, 107, including diphtheria, 4, and 3 
from enteric fever. 

Vigo.—Month of December, 1900. Estimated population, 20,000. 
Total number of deaths, 43, including 2 from typhus fever. 
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Cholera, yellow fever, plague, and smallpox, December 28, 1900, to January 
25, 1901.
